The other evening you asked me why 1 did not believe 
that the great increase in artificial breeding had slowed 
down our sales of bulls. I mentioned at that time that 
I felt the reason primarily could be attributed to the fine 
type and high production of our brood matrons. Since 
then I have made an analysis which shows that we have 
30 brood matrons in the herd with records over 700 lbs. 
As a group their highest records average 15200 milk and 
771 fat. While today their average age is slightly over 
eight years, the records on the average were made at 


four years. These cows have 51 daughters in our herd 
and 42 sons in service, 


And equally important and interesting is the breakdown 
of production by official classification.
